Infectious  Diseases. 

Infectious  diseases  v;ere  scmev/hat  more  prevalent  during  the  year 
largely  due  to  a mild  epidemic  of  rae^es.  One  case  of  paralytic  infantile 
paralysis  v/as  notified  and  the  appropriate  precautions  taken  to  prevent 
spread.

A mont^ily  service  is  provided  for  a small  part 
of  the  district  between  Petherwin  Gate  and  Yeohnbridge . 
During  the  year  a quarterly  refuse  collection  v/as 
instituted  for  tlie  remainder  of  the  district.

Act,  1937  and  conditions  are  satisfactory.

During  the  year  14  properties  previously  vdthout 
proper  drainage  and  vdth  pail  closets  have  had  new 
drainage  systans  laid  and  the  pail  closets  converted 
to  \mter  closets.
